“The Russian people thoroughly un­ 
derstand and are fully convinced th a t 
it is absolutely necessary to root out 
th** autocratic principles which u n d er­ 
lie and are represented by Germ an 
m ilitarism which th rea ten s the peace, 
the freedom and th e happiness of the 
world,” Mr. Bakhmetieff said. 
All classes in Russia, lie said, are
